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Summer Squint 
Ruinous to Eyes

AVE you ever observed the 
q faces of crowds at the beaches, 

at any outdoor gathering, base- 
ball, race meet, tournament, wher- 
ever people foregather for pleasure 
and recreation? Note how they 
squint until their faces are well-nigh 
unrecognizable. 

We squint because the brilliant 
sunshine glares upon our unprotected 
eyes, and this is nature’s effort to 
shield these exquisitely delicate or- 
gans from the powerful rays of the 
sun. 

We all abuse our eyes——with very 
few exceptions. We are all likely to 
overabuse these wonderful organs in 
the summer, when we subject them 
to all manner of strain, heedless of 
the fact that almost every physical 
discomfort is traceable to ocular con- 
ditions. 

The consulting rooms of eye spc- 
cialists are crowded in the fall of thse 
year with those seeking relief from 
eye troubles cultivated during the 
summer. This year the custom of 
going bareheaded is more universal 
than ever. The blinding effect of 
Old Sol’s searching rays distorts the 
countenance. Squinting is a natural 
consé@quence to overcome the strain. 
The eyes often become bloodshot and 
a painful headache ensues. These 
physical discomforts and featural dis- 
tortions are preferred to smoked 
glasses, chiffon veils or parasols. 

Reading in the open under sway- 
ing vines and trees that cast shadows 
and create shifting lights should also 
be regulated. Those who wear glasses 
know how soiled they become from 
the dust and grime of the outdoors. 
To prevent those foreign matters 
from reaching the eyes they should 
be flooded with a soothing lotion 
several times every day. A saturated 
solution of boracic acid in rose wa- 
ter is good. 

Compresses of soft linen saturated 
with iced camphof water will allay 
inflammation of the eyes. An old 
remedy for eye strain is cold tea. 
Tea leaves applied to the eyes like 
bandages, kept moist and in place 
over a period of‘time, is very good 
treatment.
